he was ordered to be executed at the End of Catbarine: ſtreet, in the Strand, 
near the New Church. | 

While under Sentence, beſides the Prayers and Inſtructions with the reſt of 
the MalefaQtors, James Hall was particularly exhorted to reflect on the foul, 
the monſtrous Crime he had been guilty of, the Murder of his own Maſter ! 
A Gentleman whoſe Bread he daily received, wheſe Bounty and Indulgence 
he had often experienced, and whote good Offices he was ever ſure of ; and, 
alter all, the Requital be made, was to take away that Liſe, which was im- 
ible for him again to reſtore: In Rebbery there may be ſome Reparation, 

— in Murder there cn be none ; the Loſs of Life ſtagnates all ; lis the great - 
eſt Crime Man can commit: Barbarity-to the laſt Degree, and calls aloud for 
Vengeance, for Whoſo ſhedleth Man's Blood, by Man Hall his Bhod be Peil. 
IJ was repreſented to him, how little Expectation ſuch a Man had - for Mercy, 
who would give none ; but, as nothing was impoſſible with God, be was de- 
fired to ery out with holy Dawid, Deliver me from Blood Guiltineſs, Ob God !

of Blood being ſeen on his Cloaths, and carried his Maſter's Corpſe upon 
his naked Back down Stairs, andthrew it into the Bog houſe. Some of the 
Blood was ſpilt on the Floor, which Hall endeavoured to wipe off, but in 
vai; neither could the Woman, who waſhed the Chambers ever remove it. 
Aſter this dreadful Scene was over, he kept Poſſeſſion of his murdered 
Maſter's Chambers, and went to the Coffee Houſe as ulual for bis Mafter's 
Breakfaſt : The Deceaſed being miſſing, his Friends and Relations began to 

be very uneaſy about him; they enquired every where both in and out of 

Town, but to no Purpoſe. At laſt 'twas thought proper to ſearch the Bog- 
houſe where the Body was found, after having lain there ten or eleven Days. 
Hall was taken on Suſpicion, but there not being Proof enough againſt him x 
in 7uty Seſſions, his Trial was deferr'd till this laſt Seſſions, when he was up-

KS ames Hall and Tohn Stevens, alias Henry Cooke, (try'd and convicted WF.

as it afterwards appeared, by Hall confeſſing that he himſelf threw them 
into the Bog-houſe in a particular place, where they' were found ; however 
He you before that Confeſſion admitted to Bail on five Hundred Pounds 
Security. 

Hall was an obſtreporoug, ill natur'd, ſullen Man; inclined to Women, 
Drikivg, and Gaming, for which his good Maſter often reproved him, and 
gave him the beſt of Advice. While under Sentence, he behaved quietly, 
25 ofeſſed Penitence; bit ſeemed a little too hard hearted and indifferent. 
Though he confeſſed the Murder, yet he would not own the ſtealing any 
more than a. Purſe with 36 Guineas, notwithſtanding a great deal more in 
Caſh, as well as Bank Notes and a Diamond Ring, the Whole amounting 
ton” Ws Sum, was millihy. ne 
He was a Man of good Senſe, and could talk very wal, though he made 
ſuch a bad Uſe of it. He went to Church ſometimes, and once received 
the Sacramemt from a Friend of his worthy Maſter's. Being asked, why he 
pleaded guilty, and did not ſtand his Trial? He faid, it was to diſcharge his 
Conſcience, and fave his innocent Wite, who might, perhaps, upon a poſitive 
Oath, have been convicted, though ſhe knew nothing of the Matter, nor was 
in any Shape concerned. . 

He ſee med mightily affected that his Body ſhould be hung in Chains, and 

expoled to open View for many Years after Death, But being remind- 
ed of the Heinouſneſs of his Crime, and that his great Duty was to mind 
the grand Affair, the Salvation of his Seul, which lives when the Body is 
yo more, he then ſeemed more compoſed. 
On Wedneſday the gth Inſtant, when the Dead Warrant was brought to 
Nexvgate, Hall was intreated, in a tender manner, to make a good Uſe of 
his precious Moments, and do beſeech GOD fori-Pardan for his Sins: At 
which Time he ſeemed much mollified, and al moſt wept ; which was the firft 
Inſtance of his being obſerved to be tender hearted, or much affecled. 

Being asked concerning a Report pretty current about the Jown, of his 
going leveral Nights into his Mafter's Room, very late, when he was in 
Bed, with a lighted Candle in his Hand, and looking in his Fac:, and his

On Monday Morning, there being a ſpecial Order to do Duty betimes in 
the morning, James Hall was brought to Chappel, betwixt 6 and 7 0'Cock, 
he heard and complied with Prayers devoutly, and was attentive to a ſhore 
Exhortation proper for his Exit. About 8 in the morning he was taken out 
and put into an Hurdle, and carried through Newgate, down the Old Bailey, 
Ludgate-hill, Fleetſireet, through Temple Ber, and along the Strand. "ill 
they came to the Place of Execution, the middle of the Street 4b to the 
End of Catherine-/treet, to which Place he came about 9 o'Clock tn the 
morying, a little after which I went in Cart, and outly eomt» 
ply'd with the Prayers, and then was willing to hear part of the 16th Pfalm, 
relating to the ReſurreEtion, Sung, but had no. mote to add to his Confeſſions, 
having done that fully already to Mr. ArrIEIE EB. Aſter I. had diſcharged. 
my Duty, the Revd. Mr. VIII ET TE, Curate of St. Luke, Middleſex, who, 
h:d at Times attended him after Sentence, went up into the Cart, by his 
own Defire, and pray'd by him for ſome time. The ſaid Gentleman. was 
deſired to agk him whether he had not concealed any of the Effeds of his late 
maſter, more than what he bad in Newgate confeſſed, to which he anſwer'd, 
as he was a dying man he had confeſſed the Truth; and being preſſed by 
many ſuitable Arguments to glorify God by a free and open Confeſſior, he 
declared again, he cou'd add nothing more to his former Conſeſſiun, which 
was the very Truth. He ſeem'd and »ppear'd intent upon the Prayers, and 
as the Reyd. Mr. ViIItzTrI mode him reprat ſome ſuitable penitential 
Palms, he wept, and earneſtly joined in thoſe Prayers which recommended 
him to the Mercy of Altaighty God. To alleutward Appearance, and as far 
we can ji dg, he died a ttue Penitent. ., Juſt as he was going off. be cry'd 
to God to receive his Soul, His'Body hung three Quarters of an Hour ; after 
which he was taken down, and carry'd to Sheppard's B., in order to be 
hung in Chains.

All that Day I went from Place to Place, but could find no reft or be ealy ; 
the horrid Murder of my Maſter ſtill running in my Mind ; but though I had 
done ſo foul a Crime, all my Thoughts were taken up how to conceal it, and 
the Body being in o ſecret a Place, I thought would not be found. Whereupon 
went on Friday Morning, June 19, to Mr. Wotton, my Maſter's Nephew, to 
enquire after my maſter, and to tell him he lay out all Night, and that he 
went out the Day before by Water, and ſaid he would return at Night, but ne- 

ver did, and that I was afraid, my maker ; had come to ſome Harm, thongh 'I 
never told him my; Maſter had bled at the Noſe over night, aud blooded the 
Roam, as I did the-Lavadrefs ; for he aſked me fo many , and was 
ſo particular in enquiring «fer his Uncle, that it gave me great Uneafinefs, 
and. tertify d me ; afterwards, I wentgenerally twice every Day to Mr. Wotton, 
to know where to go to enquire aſter my mafler, c. though every time I went 
I was under great Anxiety, and Diſquietude; and in this diſmal State, I con- 
= heing all the While terribly afraid of lying or even being alone in the 
Chambers.

On the Sunday after the musder, I was ſo afraid, that I had my Wife to lye 
with me in my maſler's Fed, and all Night long I could not ſleep for dread and 
Horror; and a few Nights after, I had her again to lye at Chambers with me; 
and frequently aſk'd Mr, Motten to fend famebody to lye at Chambers, for I 
did not care io be alone. 

On Mana, June 29, Mr. Wotton took me up, and when before the Juſtice, 
I Rifly denied it, as I did likewiſe the next Day, even after the Body was found, 
though I was all over in a (weat the Inſtant I heard the Body was taken up.

(tor ſhe was then at large on Five Hundred Pounds Bail) which might kill her 
and my Child, though I did not doubt of her Acquittal. 

On theſe Confiderations, as well as to exſe my own Conſcience, I determined 
to make an ample Confe ſſion, which I had frequently a Deſire to do; but, 
when jult reacy to confeſs, | flew back, and remained inflexible ; but now re- 
ſolved upon it, I ſent for Mr Hawt#ins, formerly my Fellow- Servant, to whom 
related the Whole of this barbarous Murder, and defired him to acquaint Dr. 
Penny, the Dean of Litciſeid and Mr. Wotton, With it, which he did ; and 
they, and he, came to me in the Preſi. Jara, to whom I confirmed what I had 
2 Mr. Hawkins ; and accordingly, as I told them I would, I pleaded 
guilty to all the Indiments the firſt Day of the Sefſhans. 

This Confeflion gave great Eaſe to my tortured Soul, and made my mind 
much quieter : Though | own myſelf very ſorry for one Action done fince my 
- Commitment to Newgate, and which I was drawn into unawares, and that was 
the attempting to hire Witne ſſes to 1 they ſaw Mr. Pen alive June 19, 
at Noon. 

For which Purpoſe I was recommended by a Priſoner in Nexwgare, to an At- 
torney, who came to me ſoon after my Commitment, and I gave him at one 
Time 10 &. 6 d. and the next Day two Guineas more, to give two Witnefles, 
to {wear my Maſter was ſeen alive the 18th, and to whom 1 was to give more
